The already infamous Bliz¬ 
zard of ‘99 that caused one of 
the largest sleep-overs in his¬ 
tory at Detroit Metro Airport, 
also closed area schools for 
several days and created nu¬ 
merous transportation prob¬ 
lems in the western Wayne 
area. 

At the height of the sleep- 
over crisis at the airport, 
Metro Airport spokesman Mic¬ 
hael Conway said more than 
2,000 pillows and blankets 
were passed out to stranded 
travelers Saturday and Sunday 
night. 

Ironically Metro Airport of¬ 
ficials were braced for extra 
heavy traffic Sunday - ex¬ 
pected to be the airport’s busi¬ 
est day of the year (with 
returning holiday travelers 
flocking home to southeast 
Michigan) - but Saturday’s 
storm added a host of new 
problems. 

Some of the blankets/ 
pillows were left over from 
this summer’s Northwest Air¬ 
lines strike period, others 
were even borrowed from 
county jail facilities, Conway 
said. 

“Chaos” conditions were re¬ 
ported over the weekend by 
airport users and even airport 
official spokesmen, as short¬ 
ages of food items and person¬ 
nel made keeping up with the 
requests of the thousands of 
persons at the airport tough to 
fill. 

On Monday morning, in¬ 
coming flights to Metro Airport 
were blocked so that many of 
the stranded passengers could 
embark to their home areas 
aboard outgoing Northwest 
Airlines and other flights, Len 
Singer, one of Detroit Metro 
Airport spokesman, said. 

It was hoped that the speed¬ 
up of outgoing flights Monday 
morning would help alleviate / 
the crunch at the airport Mon-' 
day night, but that did not oc¬ 
cur. 

But Singer said there were 
hundreds rather than thou¬ 
sands sleeping at the airport 
Monday night. 


Romulus hotels were filled 
during the crisis - but some 
stranded travelers were com¬ 
plaining they were unable to 
get to the hotels Monday night 
and Tuesday because of other 
airport area traffic woes. 

At mid-day Tuesday, Singer 
said Northwest was about 80 
percent back on schedule, but 
baggage problems remained a 
concern. 

For a while on Monday bag¬ 
gage services were becoming 
overwhelmed, but by Tuesday, 
Singer said, many of the bag¬ 
gage parcels had been claimed 
by their owners. 

Also on Tuesday, Singer was 
forecasting that it was ex¬ 
pected that Metro Airport 
would be intensely busy, but 
nearly back on schedule 
Wednesday. 

Vic Bernstein, vice presi¬ 
dent of Michigan Community 
Newspapers , said his 16-year 
stint with Northwest Airlines 
taught him that only airports 
such as Buffalo (N.Y.), where 
constant snowstorms occur, 
are prepared to handle such 
snow crises of this magnitude. 

Despite limited work per¬ 
sonnel at Northwest Airlines 
sites, Bernstein said, the air¬ 
line’s frontline workers should 
be considered “heroes” in 
crises such as this. 

One major plus offered, by 
Northwest Airlines at all 
times, Bernstein said, is that 
“safety is always number one.” 

School Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell said Tuesday 
that he expected schools to 
open Wednesday (too late for 
this edition). He blamed below 
zero wind-chill factors and 
some traffic problems for be¬ 
ing the main reasons the 
schools were closed a second 
day. 

“The school properties 
were already cleaned out...but 
student safety takes top prior¬ 
ity,” he said. 

With more deep freeze tem¬ 
peratures and small amounts 
of snow forecast for coming 
days, no one in authority 
throughout Wayne County was 
willing to say that the blizzard 
situations were over yet.

you think. Hypothermia is par¬ 
ticularly threatening to older 
adults,” Leduc added. 

“When a person’s internal 
body temperature drops below 
95 degrees,” she said, “he or 
she can experience confusion, 
slurred speech, stiff muscles 
or even uncontrollable shiver¬ 
ing. 

“If symptoms of hypother¬ 
mia occur, results could be 
fatal. Be sure to check with 
your doctor immediately,” 
Leduc stressed. 

The veteran emergency 
management specialist also 
urged residents to make sure 
their car or truck is tuned up 
properly and an emergency 
pack is aboard. 

That emergency package 
should include: flares, shovels, 
salt, ashes, a blanket, extra 
boots and a first aid kit. 

Leduc warned both young 
and old alike “plan your win¬ 


ter trips and let friends and 
family know where you are 
going - particularly after 
dark.” 

Listen to radio weather 
alerts and be aware that water 
mains can break and cause un¬ 
expected icy conditions. 

Blizzard warnings are is¬ 
sued when considerable snow 
and winds of 35 miles per hour 
or more are expected. 

Travel advisories are made 
to indicate possibilities of fal¬ 
ling or drifting snow, freezing 
rain or drizzle or strong winds 
that could make driving more 
hazardous. 

At home, stock up on 
canned goods, powdered milk 
and non-perishable food sup¬ 
ply items that contain high en¬ 
ergy values (peanut butter, 
raisins, etc.) 

Wear several layers of 
clothing so that they can be ad¬ 
ded to or taken off both in¬ 
doors and outside, Leduc said. 

While clearing the streets of 
snow during the winter is the 
city Department of Public 
Works’ responsibility, Leduc 
reminds area resident, keep¬ 
ing personal vehicles off the 
streets during snow emergen¬ 
cies is critical. 

Traffic tickets can be issued 
for illegally parked vehicles 
during such emergencies and 
cars and trucks even can and 
have been towed at the 
owner’s expense in flagrant 
cases. 


Youth 
killed in 
crash

One of two teen-age boys 
fleeing from Michigan State 
Police in an apparent stolen 
vehicle, was fatally injured 
last week when he was pinned 
inside the crushed 1998 Honda 
Civic that had just rammed a 
large truck, police said. 

Accon ,ng to Romulus Po¬ 
lice Executive Lt. Eric Painter, 
who assisted State Police in 
the investigation, one of the 
two males in the front seat (Ro¬ 
bert Brooks, 19, of Trenton) 
was ejected from the stolen ve¬ 
hicle, when it struck the rear 
of a semi tractor trailer truck 
on Middlebelt road, at the Eu¬ 
reka intersection in Romulus 
on Dec. 30. 

Brooks is still fighting for 
his life at University of Michi¬ 
gan Hospital in Ann Arbor. 

The other male, identified 
as Robert Campbell, 16, of 
Woodhaven who was trapped 
inside the car, until freed by 
the Romulus Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s Jaws of Life, died later 
at Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne, state police said.

Atheist keeps faith while board delays

Since the December 14, 1998 
school board meeting, Belleville 
parent Karl Black has been wait¬ 
ing for a reply from the board of 
education. And he’s still waiting. 

Black requested at the meeting 
for South Middle School to ac¬ 
commodate his school-aged 
daughters’ Atheist Study Club, in 
response to the district’s Novem¬ 
ber approval of a Bible Study 
Club, during school lunch hours. 

Black said he believes allowing 
the Bible Study Club to meet at a 
public school during school hours 
is a violation of the United States 
Constitution, but rather than try 
to disband the club, has requested 
the same accommodation for his 
beliefs. 

“I actually didn’t expect them 
to let me know in writing before 
the meeting," Black said, “I just 
expect it to be on the next agen¬ 
da." The next meeting is sched¬ 
uled for Monday night, Jan. 11, 
1999. 

VBPS superintendent James 
Richendollar confirmed that the 
board has not responded to 
Black’s request, and cannot re¬ 
spond until after further discus¬ 
sion with legal counsel. 

The Bible Study Club, orga¬ 
nized by SMS eighth grader Sarah 
Zoutendam, meets once a month 
and is monitored by a volunteer 
teacher at the school. Black said, 
however, that it is not his or his 
daughter's’ responsibility to find a 
volunteer teacher to monitor the 
Atheist Club meetings because it 
is up to the school to provide a su¬ 
pervisor. 

Black said his intent is not to 
dissuade Christians from practic¬ 
ing their beliefs, but rather to

keep them from preaching them 
in public schools. And while he 
said he does not want to pressure 
people to adopt his beliefs, he 
does see the need for education 
about the negative side of reli¬ 
gion 

“There are plenty of opportu¬ 
nities to spend more time at 
church if the [members of the 
Bible Study ClubJ want to," said 
Black. “They’re trying to force 
their beliefs into a public place, 
where they don't belong" 

Members of an atheist club 
would study the Bible, history and 
science, Black said, and ideally, 
would eventually include com¬ 
parative religious studies. 

“The point is, atheists do not 
accept things without evidence," 
he said. Black, who is an engineer 
and scientist said, ‘There is just 
more you need to learn before 
you buy into the Bible." 

He said that while he still 
maintains that the separation of 
church and state is the best way to 
keep his and his family’s constitu¬ 
tional rights intact as long as the 
Bible Club is allowed to meet he 
has no choice but to demand a 


counterpart 

The problem he has with 
Christianity, he said, is “The 
whole idea of a god is not really 
defined. An unprovable, unstable 
theory is not worth hanging on¬ 
to...When you hold onto ideas that 
aren’t provable, you can justify 
anything," and his hope is that 
students would look at the other 
side of the religious coin, which 
includes studying why wars have 
been waged, people have been 
murdered and societies have 
been destroyed in the name of re¬ 
ligion. 

And religions, he said, contin¬ 
ue to attract decent, if somewhat 
misled, people. “People are basi¬ 
cally good, and because they are 
good, they fall into religion be¬ 
cause that’s what good people are 
supposed to do." 

“Kids don’t learn that side of 
the story in school,” he said. “It 
takes a lot of background and ed¬ 
ucation before you understand 
that it [religion] is all about 
mythology." ' 

Black said he was raised Ro¬ 
man Catholic, and is well versed 
in biblical matters. “I've read the 
Bible," he said. “And that’s what 
makes more atheists out of peo¬ 
ple than anything else." 

Black said the SMS is just the 
beginning of a disturbing trend. 
“We still have not recovered from 
the Dark Ages, and we’re in dan¬ 
ger of going back there because 
religion has made its way into 
higher ranks of politics," he said. 

Black said his beliefs, while 
usually a private matter, have 
brought him public discrimina¬ 
tion and threats. He said he has 
received hang-up phone calls and 
backhanded comments from pea 
pie he encounters in the commu¬ 
nity.

It was a fantastic year for 
local sports and sports fans. 

And for Belleville High’s 
boys basketball team, 1998 
was an incredible year. The

And doing it after they 
had lost 13 games during the 
regular season. No team has 
ever reached the state finals 
after so many losses, until 
the 1998 Tigers accom¬ 
plished the unbelievable 
feat.

In the finals, the state’s 
sentimental favorite, Be¬ 
lleville, ran up against 6-5 
Dante Darling and 6-4 Ant¬ 
onio Gates who ended the 
Cinderella Team’s dream of 
a state crown, 63-47.

Glenn to an 8-2 overall re¬ 
cord, Spearmon finished 
with a score of Rocket re¬ 
cords, including Most TDs 
(24); Most Career TDs (48); 
Most Points in a Season 
(146); Most Points Career 
(294); Rushing Attempts in a 
Season (257); Rushing At¬ 
tempts - Career (684); Yards 
Rushing - Season (1664); and 
Yards Rushing Career 
(4053). 

Incidentally, the 18-year- 
old Spearmon’s record¬ 
setting career eclipsed the 
achievements of former 
John Glenn great, Tony Bo¬ 
les, who had gained 1,526 
yards in his senior year 
(1985) and had amassed 
3,139 yards during his three 
years at Glenn. 

Spearmon said of the for¬ 
mer great that he had based 
his game on Boles’ game. 
“He ran hard, and I try to 
run hard every play,” said 
Spearmon. 

Definitely that also would 
describe what Romulus se¬ 
nior running back Freddie 
Russell did when he had the 
ball in his hands. Russell 
lifted the Eagles to their 
first-ever conference foot¬ 
ball title and their second- 
ever appearance in a play¬ 
off game. (Romulus lost a 
controversial 41-40 decision 
to host Lansing Haslett in 
the regional championship 
game). 

The 5-9, 182-pound

Russell, who has announced 
that he would like to further 
his career at the University 
of Michigan, rushed for a re¬ 
cord- breaking 2,470 yards 
on 239 carries and scored a 
record-shattering 44 tou¬ 
chdowns, which ties the 
state record. In a playoff 
game against a highly- 
touted Sturgis, Russell 
rushed for a phenomenal 
350 yards and scored six 
touchdowns. He accom¬ 
plished this by playing less 
than three quarters. 

“Some coaches just 
dream about coaching a 
player with Freddie’s tal¬ 
ents,” said Romulus coach 
Mark Woodson. “My dream 
came true. I was very fortu¬ 
nate to have him on our 
team.” 

No. 5 The return of Michi¬ 
gan Hall of Fame football 
coach Floyd Carter as head 
coach at Wayne Memorial 
and the departure of Chuck 
Howton from the Wayne 
coaching ranks. 

Both moves surprised lo¬ 
cal fans. 

Carter, like Howton, is a 
Wayne alumnus. He 
coached at the high school 
for more than a decade dur¬ 
ing the early 1980s before 
accepting a coaching posi¬ 
tion with the Crestwood 
School District. Both 
coaches are hometown 
heroes who were outstand¬ 
ing in their own right as ath¬ 
letes. 


Howton’s greatest suc¬ 
cess was with his 1992 team 
that made it to the state 
playoffs. Carter’s Zebras 
started off strong with a pair 
of victories,, then injuries 
hit, took their toll and the 
team struggled the rest of 
the way. 

N0.6 One football team 
didn’t struggle this year 
thinks, to Mark Woodson, 
who has turned around the 
football program at Ro¬ 
mulus High. In 1998, Wood- 
son had an untarnished 
Mega Conference, Gold Di¬ 
vision record and an un¬ 
precedented 11-1 overall 
record. The Eagles reached 
the Class B regional cham¬ 
pionship game where Ro¬ 
mulus lost a nail-biter in OT 
to Haslett. 

Woodspn was named by 
The Michigan Community 
Newspapers' sports staff as 
its Cjoach of the Year, an 
honor bestowed upon him 
for the second consecutive 
year. 

In the No. 7 spot of the top 
newsmakers in 1998 was Be¬ 
lleville’s girls’ basketball 
team. First-year Tiger coach 
Kevin Edwards had a sensa¬ 
tional basketball season as 
the Tigers posted an incred¬ 
ible 23-2 record which in¬ 
cluded their first-ever 
conference, second district 
and first regional champi¬ 
onship teams. Belleville 
was o listed at the state quar¬ 
terfinals. 


No. 8 belongs to ex-John 
Glenn hoop star, Tony Goins. 
Goins ended the year with 
1,482 career points and 
needs only 131 more to be¬ 
come Wayne State Univer¬ 
sity’s all-time leading 
scorer. The record is cur¬ 
rently held by Bob Solomon. 
Solomon finished his career 
as a Tartar with 1,612, a re¬ 
cord he established during 
the 1970-73 seasons. 

No. 9 was awarded to the 
Inkster Valley Golf Course, 
an 18-hole course that gives 
western Wayne County an¬ 
other recreational gem. The 
multi-million dollar com¬ 
plex was built by Wayne 
County and completed last 
spring. Inkster Valley 
opened its doors on Mid- 
dlebelt Road, just north of 
Michigan Ave., to the public 
in April to the raves and ap¬ 
plause of city and county of¬ 
ficials. 

Rounding out the Top 10 
is the controversial (accord¬ 
ing to staffers) and unprece¬ 
dented and an alleged raid 
by a North Carolina high 
school upon local talent. 
Glenn’s future hoop star, 
Yaku Moton, a 6-8 junior left 
Glenn to attend Mt. Zion 
High School, an apparently 
subsidized high school that 
reportedly has a record of 
convincing young ball 
players that their futures 
would be better served if 
they enrolled at the North 
Carolina high school.

This 
way you didn’t even have to 
take your eyes off the road to 
extinguish a smoke. And the 
seating is surprisingly soft and 
supple, while still proving op¬ 
timal support for hours of cor¬ 
ner- bending. I felt as if I were 
sitting in a Lazy-Boy recliner. 

On the highway, the 345 
horsepower LSI V-8 moved 
along quietly in sixth gear at 
1500 rpm’s and 70 mph. That 
provided low interior noise 
levels as well as fuel economy 
in the 22-23 miles per gallon 
range.

1999 Yukon Denali

Never lacking interior 
space or V8 power, this dy¬ 
namic duo from GMC offers 
the best of both worlds gob¬ 
bling up interstates for break¬ 
fast, pulling ski boats for 
lunch, and taking you to the 
theater in the evening. If you 
have not guessed by now, I am 
talking about the 1999, just off 
the line, Yukon Denali. 

Wow, what a truck! Or 
should I say sport-ute? What¬ 
ever you want to call it, this 
vehicle can do everything but 
cook you lunch. There will al¬ 
ways be a need for large capac¬ 
ity, high towing, four- wheel 
drive romping stomping pave¬ 
ment eating trucks/utes. 

This Yukon has been re¬ 
fined for what America drives 
for a very good reason. They 
can do it all. Whether you live 
in the Sunbelt and need a vehi¬ 
cle to haul your surfboard and 
fellow surfers to the beach, or 


if you live in a place there’s 
snow on the ground most of the 
year and you simply have to 
get the kids to school, this ver¬ 
satile utility fits the bill. 

Some people like four- 
wheeling, some people just 
like a comfortable ride in 
which offers plenty of space, 
with this one, you can have it 
all. The Denali is a newcomer, 
and deserves a second look. 
Civilized and sporty, this V8 
brings a potent combination of 
brisk acceleration and a 
smooth ride. Road noise was at 
a minimum. Supportive 
bucket seats, (that reminded 
me of a La-Z-Boy) well-placed 
controls, enough room for five 
in comfort and cavernous 
cargo space added to the driv¬ 
ing experience. 

The GMC Denali comes 
equipt with a 255 horsepower, 
vortec 5700, V8 engine that has 
no problem taking off at a dead 
stop or merging in traffic. A 
pushed botton engages four- 
wheel drive, readying the De¬ 
nali for off-road excursions. I 


did try a little bit of off- 
roading, and it proved to be a 
great experience. This one 
handled it without any prob¬ 
lems. I never found myself in a 
compromising situation. 

The stereo in the Denali was 
awesome. It came equipped 
with a Bose system, which 
kicked out the sound at high 
levels with no distortion what¬ 
soever. Not only do you have a 
single compact disc player in 
the dash, you also have a six 
compact disc player in the cen¬ 
ter console so you do not have 
to worry about changing cd’s 
while driving. This allows you 
to keep your eyes on the road 
at all times. Speaking of keep¬ 
ing your eyes on the road, the 
view out of this vehicle is 
great, you sit up so high that 
you can see everything around 
you. And blind spots, forget 
about it! There are none. All 
the way around not a problem 
with vision. 

As I touched on earlier, 
seating is not only comfort¬ 
able, it is also very sporty. The 
two-tone leather interior gives 


it style and class. And the De¬ 
nali emblems that are em¬ 
bossed on the drivers and 
front passengers inside doors 
give it that added touch. Not to 
mention the six way power 
seats for driver and front pas¬ 
senger. Several auxiliary 
power outlets are available in 
this model. Cup holders are 
also at a premium. I counted at 
least six. 

I don’t know what else I can 
tell you, except I consider this 
GMC to be on the high end of 
the sport-ute market. Al¬ 
though, basically, this one 
comes with most everything 
standard, it still is over $40,000 
and the only deterrent is natu¬ 
rally the gas mileage, about 12 
miles per gallon in the city and 
16 on the highway. My test vehi¬ 
cle came with all of the bells 
and whistles and was $42,855. 
Which I consider to be pricey. 
However, if you are looking for 
it all, choose this one it has 
style, comfort and class. Put 
this one through the paces.
